At a meeting o f a large number of 
business men a t the council chamber 
W ednesday night a new business and 
commercial organisation was effect­ 
ed, the purpose of which is to pro­ 
mote the development of Seymour. 
The old m erchant>* association was 
used as the ntltdett- about which the 
new organization was formed. 
The meeting was called to order by 
ll. S. Prophet, president o f the retail 
m erch an ts’ association, who explain­ 
ed th a t for some tune the m atter of 
effecting a new organization or re­ 
organizing the obi one had been gen­ 
erally discussed am ong the business 
men and others who are interested in 
the w elfare and advancement of Sey­ 
mour and it had been decided t<» call 
■"un inform al meeting at 
which ex­ 
pression.* might he made. 
I he tenor 
of 
the discussions which 
followed 
w as that there is a demand tor a 
live, xvi de aw ake organization which 
will look a fte r the development of 
the city. 
Various opinions were 
expressed 
as to the best m anner of organizing 
such a n association. 
Some of the 
business men present were of the 
opinion that tin* body known a - the 
m erchants’ a d o n a i ion should be en­ 
tirely separate from the commercial 
organization although it should work 
with it on any proposition that a f ­ 
fected the general welfare of the 
city, 
It wa- pointed out that under 
such a plan most o f tin* member- ot 
the merchant-* a n o c ia tio n would he 
affiliated with the commercial lx*dy 
and their interest in the central o r­ 
ganization would not lag because ot 
m em ber-hip in their own an o c ia tio n . 
O thers were of the opinion that there 
should 
he one organisation 
which 
would 
have ‘charge of all

which were pre-ented.

E ight-year-old Clifford Os ter limn, 
son of 
Ed (M erm an, 
Dudleytown, 
suffered painful injuries Wednesday 
afternoon about 
J 
o’clock when a 
young mule -truck him in the lace 
with his fore foot. 
The young lad 
was out gathering up the stock to r 
the night and had ju st run the dere­ 
lict mule in to his stall when rising 
on his hind 
feet 
he 
whirled and 
plunged straight 
through 
the open 
door, striking the boy squarely in the 
face with the hoof of one front toot. 
The little fellow was knocked to the 
the ground with a big gash cut across 
his face. 
The boy’s fa th e r immedi­ 
ately brought him to this city where 
his g ra n d fath er Dr. A. G. Osterman, 
closed the wound with two stitches. 


Robert Turley of W ashington, a 
form er resident of Law rence county, 
was fatally wounded, and Thomas 
Grannan, of Loogootee, a deputized 
officer, was seriously wounded in a 
street tight at Loogootee about IO 
o’clock 
W ednesday 
night. 
Three 
other men bv tin1 nam e of Allen, H a t­ 
ton and Kemp are held in the jail 
at Shoals pending an investigation of 
the affair. 
According to a m essage to this p a­ 
per from Loogootee this afternoon j 
Turley anil the other three men drove J 
to Loogootee from W ashington in an 
automobile 
arriving there about 
8 
o’clock W ednesday night. 
Allen and 
Kemp live in W ashington while H a t­ 
ton lives in St. Francisville, 111. Ac­ 
cording to reports here the men had 
been drinking and boasted that the 
“ town wa- th e irs .” 
A fter driving 
through the -treet- singing and cre­ 
ating disturbance in other way-, it 
i- stated, they went to the Little 
Gem re -tau ran t. on the north side ot j 
the -quare. and became boisterous, 
j 
Isaac Kidwell, town m arshal, had 
followed the men during the evening] 
and when they created the d istu rb -1 
once in the n-stanrant he told them

out of the town. 
The men followed! 
him out of the re sta u ra n t, it is s ta t­ 
ed, and tile conversation w a- con­ 
tinued in the -treet. 
During the a r ­ 
gument 
the m arshal wa- 
knocked 
down. it is stated. 
Dr. J. W. Strange, m ayor of Loo- { 
goatee, was sitting in bt- office across 
the street team the r e - t a u ran . and 
heard the commotion, 
He left In'1! 
uftbu* to a-certam the can-e. ot the] 
trouble and when he arrived at the 
-cene he found that the m ar-bal had 
been knocked to the ground. 
He 
hurried to a garage, about a block] 
away. 
and deputized Thom as 
and 
Eugene G rannan to aid the m a r-hall 
in apprehending the fo u r men. 
After M ar-hal Kidwell has been 
knocked to the -treet. the four men 
jum|ied into the ‘‘a r which was left 
standing in front ot the restaurant. 
Turley, it Is- said, wa- at the wheel.J 
About this time the deputized officer- 
arrived with M ayor S trange. 
It i-j 
charged that one ot tile men in the 
c a r 
on which the 
curtains 
were, 
drawn, 
started to tire a 
revolver 
through the curtains in the, direction | 
id' the deputized officer-. 
The tir-t j 
shot tired struck Thom as G rannan in 
the leg. 
His condition wa- not ser­ 
ious. 
Ju -t a fte r the men jum ped in­ 
to their machine, it i- said, M arshal 
Kidwell -tarted to arise from the 
street, revolver in hand. 
A fter G rannan w as Hit by the bul­ 
let he grabbed the revolver from the 
m a rs h a ls hand and tired into the 
closed automobile. 
I urlev was hit 
in tin1 neck and died within a tow 
minutes. 
It is said that Hatton then 
took Turley’s place a t the wheel and 
drove the machine to the office ot a 
physician about two blocks distant. 
Turley lived only a few seconds a t ­ 
ter lie was removed from the m a­ 
chine. 
It is said that eight shots were 
fired, 
four into the machine, 
and 
four from the car. 
Some .declare 
that at least ten -hots were fired 
altogether, hut only eight cartridge 
shells were found. 
Hatton, it is re ­ 
ported, denied th a t he fired the re ­ 
volver from the machine, but is re­ 
ported 
to have adm itted that 
lie 
owned the revolver. 
W. A. Ellis, coroner, is investigat­ 
ing the shooting, hut h a- not a n ­ 
nounced his verdict as to the cause 
of the death of Turley. 
A grand 
ju ry investigation will he held, it is 
stated.

We Do “Printlrifl That Pleases.”

dealing with loans to China, by the 
government and bv private capital­ 
ists. 
The statement in regard to 
government loans says: 
“ Mischievous report- of Japanese 
activities in China, more particularly 
with regard to the granting of loans, 
have for some time past been in cir­ 
culation 
and have imputed 
to the 
Japanese 
government 
intentions 
which arc entirely foreign to it. 
For 
obvious reasons, ihe Japanese gov - 
ernment 
cannot undertake to 
di.-- 
eourage financial and economic en­ 
terprises of their nationals in China, 
-o long as those enterprises are the 
natural and legitimate outgrowth of 
special 
relations between the 
two 
neighboring 
and 
friendly 
nation-. 
Nor is the Japanese government at 
all receding from its readiness to 
render needed financial assistance to 
China, consistently with the terms of 
all the declarations and engagements 
to which it is a party, should the 
general security and welfare of China 
call for such assistance, 
“At the same time, it fully realizes 
that loan- supplied to China, under 
tile existing conditions of domestic 
-trite in that country, are liable to 
create misunderstandings on the part 
of either of the contending factions 
and to interfere with the re-estab­ 
lishment of peace abd unity in China, 
so essential to her own intere-ts as 
well as to tin' interests of the foreign 
powders. 
“Accordingly, the Japanese gov - 1 
eminent* decided to withhold such 
financial assistance to China, as is 
likely, in ii- opinion, to add to the 
complications of her internal situa­ 
tion. believing that this policy will 
he cordially participated in bv all the 
powers interested in China.’ 
The second statement in regard to 
loans by private capitalists wras giv­ 
en out only in Japanese, ot which the 
following is a translation:

“In view of the fact that the in - j 
vestment 
of 
Japanese 
capital 
in. 
China and Siberia allect to a great 
extent the diplomatic and financial' 
policy 
of the state, the 
Japanese 
Government has determined to 
es- 
tallish definite principles regarding, 
tile investment of Japanese capital in 
those regions which are to be strictly 
enforced hereafter: 
“1„ 
Whenever 
any 
Japanese 
capitalist opens negotiations with a 
government, central or local, in ( hina 
or Siberia, regarding loans which are 
to be utilized for political purposes, 
he is reqeusted to consult with the 
foreign office. Japanese embassies or 
legations, or the Japanese consulates. 


When con-ulted, the foreign 
office 
will at once refer the m atter to the 
department of finance or other gov­ 
ernmental offices concerned, arid will 
give 
necessary instructions to 
the 
capitalist concerned. 
“2. 
If any capitalist opens nego­ 
tiation- 
without 
awaiting govern­ 
mental instructions or acts against 
them. the Japanese government may 
retrain from giving any necessary 
protection for the capital thus in­ 
vested. 
“3. 
Iii accordance with the nature 
of the loans, the foreign office may 
arrange for the convenience of the 
capitalists so that they will be able 
to consult directly with the depart­ 
ment of finance or any other offices 
concerned.”

AW AITING DEVELOPMENT 


Capital 
Attracted 
to 
Possibilities 


That are Hardly Touched 


in That Country. 


B y United Press. 
Montevideo, Uruguay, January 24. 
— Interest in Uruguayan manganese 
is being reawakened among capital­ 
ises of Great Britain and the United 
State and there i- a growing belief 
that reconstruction activities in the 
western hemisphere will require de­ 
velopment of 
the 
vast deposits of 
tin- valuable metal existing iii this 
country. 
Manganese is largely used in man­ 
ufacture of 
glass 
and 
chemicals. 
German and British capital has done 
about all that has been done in the 
manganese 
exploitation 
that 
has 
been carried on iii this country, and 
practically nothing 
has 
been 
done 
>inee th,, war started. 
Rerival of the chemical in Amer­ 
ica i- looked upon as a hopeful sign 
by Uruguay residents who want to 
-ce the 
country's resources devel­ 
oped. 
Lack of transportation 
facilities 
has been the greatest difficulty to be 
surmounted in 
bringing 
the widely 
scattered manganese deposits 
into 
production. 
This handicap lins kept 
unproductive two large hills, almost 
solid manganese ore throughout, sit­ 
uated in the department of Rivera. 
It is estimated that 80,000,000 tons 
of the valuable metal could bi* re­ 
moved from these deposits bv open 
cuts, with 
steam shovels. 
English 
capital is largely interested in the 
company holding concessions cover­ 
ing these manganese hills. The com­ 
pany has been inactive, though hold­ 
ing’ tho rights for several years, be­ 
cause it has been unable to overcome 
the handicaps 
imposed 
by lack of 
railroads to the deposits scarcity of 
fuel, and scarcity of timber.

Scarcely have they touched the 
soil of tills putrefied Europe when 
already they are forcing their way into 
Germany. Before long they will cross 
the Rhine and also enter our for­ 
tresses. 
That is express train speed 
for American smartness. 
“It is our good fortune that we are 
equipped to entertain numerous guests 
and that we shall be able to provide 
quarters for these gentlemen. 
How­ 
ever, we cannot promise them dough­ 
nuts or jam, and to this extent they 
will be obliged to recede from their 
former standard of living. 
“As Americans are accustomed to 
travel in luxury and comfort, we ns- 
-uiirt* 
that 
these 
advance 
arrivals 
merely represent couriers for larger 
numbers to follow. 
“We are sure the latter will come 
and be gathered in by us. 
At home 
they believe they possess the biggest 
and most colossal everything, but such 
establishments as we have here they 
have not seen. 
“Look here, my boys, here is the big 
firm of Hlndenburg & Co., with which 
you want to compete. 
Look at its ac­ 
complishments and consider whether 
it would not lie better to baul down 
your sign and engage in some other 
line. 
“Perhaps your boss. Wilson, will re­ 
consider his newest line of business 
before we grab off more of bis young 
people.”

Origin of Atmosphere Goes Back to 
Events Occurring Tens of M il­ 
lions of Years Ago. 


If we recall" Hie teaching of geology 
and astronomy, telling us how the 
earth was once too hot to sustain life, 
we shall see that the mixture of gases 
that covers the solid surface of the 
earth, and that we familiarly call air, 
must have had a very interesting his­ 
tory. 
According to one widely accept­ 
ed theory of the earth’s origin, all 
that we know now as the solid earth, 
and all the liquid matter that now 
fills the ocean beds was once gas­ 
eous. 
The gases of the atmosphere 
are simply composed of these particu­ 
lar 
elements which are gaseous at 
the 
present 
temperature 
of 
the 
earth’s surface, which have not en­ 
tered into complete combination with 
the solid m atter of the earth's crust, 
and which have not been whisked 
away into space by centrifugal force, 
this being the fate that is supposed 
to have befallen the former atmosphere 
of the moon, and some of the lighter 
constituents of our own atmosphere. 
In the past when the earth’s temper­ 
ature was much higher, and when 
many other conditions were different, 
it is more than probable, for instance, 
that, long before man appeared, the 
proportion of carbon dioxide In the air 
was much higher than at present. This 
would account for the extreme lux­ 
uriance 
of 
vegetation, 
to 
which 
every lump of coal bears witness, the 
carbonic acid *of the air being one of 
the most Important constituents of the 
food of plants. 
Again, it is quite cer­ 
tain that, at a very much more remote 
period, 
which 
must 
certainly 
date 
back tens of millions of years, the 
temperature of the earth’s surface 
w*as so hot that wTater could not oc­ 
cur in its liquid form. 
At that time 
one of the most important and abun­ 
dant constituents of the earth’s at­ 
mosphere was gaseous water, or water 
vapor.
